FURTHER RECOVERY 
PROMISING OUTLOOK FOR THE INDUSTRY 


THE EARL OF LEVEN AND MELVILLE’S 
REVIEW 


The Thirty-eighth Ordinary General Meeting of Borax Con- 
solidated, Limited, was held on February 26 at Southern House, 
London, E.C. ‘ 

The Right Hon. the Earl of Leven and Melville, K.T. (the 
Chairman), said that the net profits were £338,896, or £40,368 
more than in the previous year, when they were £298,528. The 
carry-forward from last year was £214,387, and there was 
therefore a total of £553,284 to deal with. The First and Second 
Debenture Stock interest amounted to £112,500, the dividends 
on the preference shares to £44,000, and the sinking fund on 
the First Debenture Stock to £5,825. The sum of £50,000 had 
been placed to buildings and plant depreciation reserve, the 
total of these items being £212,325, leaving a balance of £340,959. 
It was proposed to deal with this by the payment of a dividend 
of 6 per cent. for the year on the Preferred Ordinary shares, 
which would take £36,000, to pay a dividend of 1s. per share, 
or 5 per cent., on the Deferred Ordinary shares, which would 
take £57,500, to place to income tax reserve £10,000, and to 
pensions and grants fund £5,000. This would leave a balance 
of £232,459, or £18,071 more than last year, to carry forward. 

Referring to the balance sheet, the capital amortisation fund 
showed an increase of £15,356 to £344,215, this being the present 
value of the Sun Life Assurance policies for the First Deben- 
ture Stock redemption. The creditors, loans and reserves for 
exchange showed an increase of £49,463. The increase of 
£67,245 in the mines and deposits account was largely due to a 
transfer from freehold land account and to some additional 
property acquired. The land, buildings, plant, etc., account 
showed an increase of £116,386, largely due to extensions in the 
United States. To this account had also been added £50,314 
from shareholdings in subsidiary companies and it had been 
credited with the transfer to the mines and deposits account 
and the depreciation for the year, leaving £1,216,691. Invest- 
ments in subsidiary companies showed a reduction of £86,204, 
due to transfer to land, buildings and plant account and to 
realisations. This amount, deducted from the increases re- 
ferred to, accounted for the total increase in fixed assets of 
£54,840. The item British and Foreign Government Securities 
showed a reduction of £28,365, due to repayments and to sales 
to meet their requirements. 

The main features of the company’s position were shown in 
the report, by which it would be seen that the further recovery 
had been due, not to increased prices, but to an increase in the 
demand for their goods, which was a safer and more healthy 
condition. They had benefited considerably from plant addi- 
tions and improvements, to which feature they gave continual 
attention, and the expenditures had been fully justified by the 
results. 


DEVELOPMENT OF NEW USES 


The outlook for the industry was promising; new uses for 
Borax were being developed, and the industries such as glass, 
enamelled iron, pottery and many others, on which they relied 
for much of their business, were increasing their demands for 
Borax. 

A very interesting development had recently occurred. It 
had been determined that a small percentage of Borax in the 
soil was essential to most plant growths and that its presence 
prevented diseases in root-crops, as sugar-beet, turnips, etc., 
and it was now being introduced into the soil in various 
countries under expert advice from agricultural authorities. 
It was evident that this might lead to a very important demand 
for Borax. 

With the increasing demand and such new uses, and given a 
reasonable freedom in the movement of currencies, the future 
for the industry could be looked forward to with confidence. 
So far as the current year was concerned, he was pleased to be 
able to say that the sales to date showed an increase over those 
for the same period of last year. 

The company’s holding of shares in the United States Potash 
Company was referred to in the report, and he could confirm 
the satisfactory condition of the investment and the prospects 
for the immediate future. 

Referring to the company’s recovery from the slump of 1929, 
the Chairman said that in that year the business was very 
seriously affected by the general collapse of business in the 
United States, followed by serious reduction in the demand and 
competitive cuts in prices for Borax and Boric Acid in all 
countries. The fall in price between 1928 and 1932 amounted 
to over 40 per cent. In 1928 their profits were £307,187, and 
in the following year only £160,624, a drop of nearly half, from 
which they had steadily recovered year by year and now showed 
a considerable advance over the 1928 profit. It had been a most 
strenuous time, and they owed their recovery to the determined 
efforts of the management and staff of chemists and engineers 
to meet the emergency. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and the 
dividends recommended were approved.

The money value of sales in January, 1936, was 
10:8 per cent. higher than in January, 1935, district 
increases ranging from 7-4 per cent. in Central and 
West End London to 130 per cent. in Suburban

RETAIL TRADE IN JANUARY AND IN FEBRUARY—JANUARY 


COMPARISON 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 299 a table showing the relation of sales in 
January, 1986, to sales in the corresponding period of 
1935. Index numbers! showing the relation of certain 
sales in January, 1936, to average daily sales in 1933 
are given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of January, 1936, with those for the same date 
in 1935. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present contribute sales only. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 
In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 


with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and

also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1935 and 1936 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report the number of days on which selling took 
place in their shops during the period to which their 
figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 1935 
sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appropriate 
amount to make them comparable with those of 1936, 
so far as length of period is concerned. Adjustments 
of this kind may be imperfect where a return relates 
to the sales of a number of shops in different towns, 
but the error involved is not likely to affect the pub- 
lished figures. Corrections were numerous {ot 
January, partly owing to the various dates on which 
different concerns ended their trading year, and partly 
owing to the closing of many shops on January 28 on 
account of the funeral of the late King. 


Tt must also be borne in mind that the figures 
exclude, as far as possible, the trade of branches oF 
departments opened (or closed) within the year. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing 4s 
expansion of trade as a whole what may be a transfer 
from one retailer to another. Nor should it be for- 
gotten that it is difficult to ensure adequate represen- 
tation of the smaller individual trader in these 
statistics; if any of the units making returns are doing 
business which a year ago was in the hands of un- 
represented traders, the percentages published will 
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tend to be more favourable than they would be if all 
retail concerns, large and small, progressive and other- 
gise, could be brought under review.

pressure of work may delay the completion of the 
monthly return tothe Bank. This year comparison was 
made yet more difficult by the variations in practice 
already mentioned regarding the cessation of business 
on the date of the funeral of His late Majesty. Allow- 
ances for the loss of a half day or a whole day have been 
made in various cases, but it must be borne in mind 
that such loss of selling time was not necessarily 
accompanied by a proportionate loss of business. 
District sales increases in January, 1936, varied from 
7-4 per cent. in Central and West End London to 130 
per cent, in Suburban London. 


Sales of food and perishables, which amounted to 
about 49 per cent. of the total value reported, rose in 
January by 12:7 per cent. for the country as a whole. 
The increase was smallest (6-0 per cent.) in Central 
and West End London, where the sample has certain 
peculiarities, noted in previous articles, and largest 
(14:8 per cent.) in the Suburban district. 


Sales of other merchandise expanded by 9-0 per cent. 
As for food and perishables, the least improvement 
(7-5 per cent.) was shown by Central and West End 
London and the greatest (10-8 per cent.) by Suburban 
London. Increases were recorded for all ten principal 
categories; the most marked improvement was in the 
miscellaneous section (13-5 per cent.), but this cannot 
be regarded as very significant, owing to the hetero- 
geneous character and relatively small size of this 
category. The only other category in this division to 
show an expansion of sales above the average for all 
merchandise was men’s and boys’ wear (118 per cent.). 
A rise of 10 per cent. was recorded for both women’s 
wear and boots and shoes. The increase was smallest 
(18 per cent.) in piece-goods, sales of which declined 
in one district, Wales and North of England, and rose 
elsewhere by percentages varying from 1:5 to 5-9. 


February-January.—The main features of retail 
trade during the 12 months February, 1935—January, 
1936, will be dealt with in a forthcoming article. In 
the meantime it may be noted that the increase in 
total sales for the year amounted to 6-5 per cont. and 
that, as in the previous year, the only category in 
which sales failed to show any rise was piece-goods.

January sales show a seasonal decline from the 
December peak. The drop from December was almost 
identical in January, 1935, 29 points, and January, 
1936, 30 points, and the index of total sales for 
January, 1956, was substantially higher than in any 
of the four preceding years, the figures being as 
follows :—

The index for food and perishables fell from the 
December level of 133 to 115 in January. With the 
exception of Central and West End London, the 
peculiarities of which have been noted in earlier 
articles, the districts showed a range of index numbers 
varying only from 113 to 121. 


The seasonal recession is yet more marked in sales of 
other merchandise, the index for which rose to 160 in 
December and fell to 118 in January. The highest 
district figure for January was 125 in Central and West 
End London, and the lowest 112 in both Scotland and 
Suburban London. 


STOCKS 


‘ Total stocks at cost were 2:3 per cent. higher at the 
end of January, 1936, than twelve months earlier. 
District figures varied from a decline of 1-1 per cent. 
in Scotland to a rise of 58 per cent. in the South of 
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England. Stocks of food and perishables were higher 
by 10-7 per cent. and those of other merchandise by 
1-6 per cent. A year ago decreases of 3-4 per cent. and 
10 per cent., respectively, were recorded for these two 
main divisions of trade. The appreciable rise in stocks of 
food and perishables recorded in each of the last threg 
months may partly reflect a rise in the prices of certain 
foodstuffs; it must, however, be remembered that the 
sample of returns giving this information is consider. 
ably smaller than that available for sales, and that it 
may on that account be less representative. Stocks 
were higher than a year ago for boots and shoes, hard. 
ware, fancy departments, sports and travel, and mis. 
cellaneous goods, and lower for piece-goods, women’s 
wear, men’s and boys’ wear and furnishing depart. 
ments. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed 
in retail establishments furnishing this information 
was 4-2 per cent. greater at the end of January, 1936, 
than a year earlier, Selling staffs were larger by 25 per 
cent. and the number of juveniles increased by 86 per 
cent. Changes in these employment figures during the 
year will be referred to in a special article in the near 
future. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
for each month from January, 1935, to January, 1936, 
are shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of the 
movement frora month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage.

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SOUTH AFRICA 


OVERSEAS TRADE AND DOMESTIC INDUSTRIES 


Last May, *writes one of H.M. Trade Commissioners 
in the Union of South Africa, the people of this country 
observed, with fitting ceremony, within a few days of 
the Union-wide celebrations of the Silver Jubilee of the 
Accession of His Majesty King George V, the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the Union of Cape Colony, Natal, 
the Transvaal and the Orange Free State. Synchronis- 
ing with the emergence from a period of depression, 
which had threatened the very existence of some of 
South Africa’s principal activities, the event could not 
have been more happily timed. 


Having regard to the small population in a very 
extensive country, the progress achieved during the 
past twenty-five years is striking. The European 
population has increased by over 50 per cent. and the 
native population by 40 per cent. In agriculture such 
progress has been made that the country is faced with 
the serious problem of the disposal of large and still 
increasing surpluses. The maize crop is nearly three 
times as large as the 1911 output, sugar production 
has increased from 82,000 tons to 400,000 tons and 
butter production from 5,675 tons to 15,000 tons. But 
for the prolonged drought in 1982 and 1933 the 
numbers of cattle and sheep would probably have been 
nearly double those of 1911. The value of the exports 
of fresh fruits has risen from £15,000 per annum in 
pre-war years to £2,270,000 in 1934. Wine production 
is more than double. Many other agricultural and 
pastoral products have made substantial advances, 
two notable exceptions being mohair and ostrich 
feathers which have suffered from the changes in 
fashions. 


With regard to the mining industry, gold, which was 
of supreme importance even in 1910, has been the 
salvation of the country during the last three years, 
though its increase in twenty-five years is therefore 
not proportionate to developments in some other in- 
dustries, but, unlike them, the gold-mining industry 
was already highly organised in 1910. Diamonds have 
never again reached the annual output of 5 million 
carats, which was exceeded in pre-war years, and the 
output of tin and copper is much below the 1911 level, 
but coal production is 60 per cent. higher than in 1911. 
Since the time of Union the realisation that the 
country is highly mineralised has led to many new 
developments, but, because of market conditions, 
transport difficulties and other handicaps, none of 
these is on a very large scale, with the exception of 
more recent developments in gold mining. 


The Union’s advances in agriculture and mining are 
mainly of importance to United Kingdom manufac- 
turers by reason of the extent to which they enhance 
the country’s purchasing capacity, but to many manu- 
facturers a matter of much more consequence is the 
development of the Union’s secondary industries, The 
factory output, which in 1911 was valued at only £17} 
million, had risen to £118} million in 1929: it is true 
that it fell during the depression, but it stood at £91 
agg in 1933 when the last industrial census was 
aken. 


OversEAS TRADE AND Domestic INDUSTRIES 


Having regard to the greater output of primary 
Products and the larger population, it is perhaps sur- 
prising that the expansion in overseas trade during the 
twenty-five years has not been greater. Imports are, 
in value, approximately 25 per cent. greater than in 

® pre-war years, and, although exports show an in-

crease of nearly 70 per cent., this increase is almost 
entirely due to gold’s share of the total exports; if gold 
exports be omitted the value of the other exports is 
less than 10 per cent. greater than in 1911. The value 
of imports per head of the population is actually less 
and the per caput value of exports is higher only 
because of the enhanced value of gold in Union 
currency. 


This failure of overseas trade to expand is evidence 
of the degree to which the Union is becoming self-sup- 
porting; more domestic products are being used and 
fewer manufactured goods are being imported from 
abroad. Many factors are operating to-day to ensure 
that these tendencies will continue, one of the most 
powerful being the embarrassing surplus of many agri- 
cultural products the production costs of which are 
much above world prices. The expansion of the 
internal market for such products is therefore engaging 
the attention of the Government, but as this expan- 
sion can be brought about only by increasing the pur- 
chasing power of the population efforts are being made 
to find new outlets for employment. From the public 
utterances of Cabinet Ministers recently it would 
appear that the Government hope to find this addi- 
tional employment by developing the base metal 
resources of the country. The secondary industries use 
agricultural, pastoral and forestry products of Union 
origin to the value of about £15 million per annum, 


A second factor is the policy of tariff protection. 
Although protective duties had been imposed on some 
imported goods previously, the first Customs Tariff Act 
that was primarily designed to encourage industrial 
development was passed in 1925 following the sub- 
mission of a report on the subject by the Board of 
Trade and Industries. The policy of protecting 
secondary industries by means of the Customs Tariff 
has been maintained, and many import duties have 
been increased since 1925, 


There is little doubt that since that year the manu- 
facturing industries have gained in importance as con- 
sumers of produce of the Union, although it is prob- 
lematical whether, even now, industrial development 
is keeping pace with progress in agriculture. A com- 
parison of the Industrial Census of 1932-33 with that 
of 1924-25 shows that in the value of the materials 
used in all industries there has been an increase of 
35 per cent. in locally produced materials and a 
decrease of 11-5 per cent. in imported materials. 


BROADENED BASIS OF OVERSEAS TRADE 


The basis of the Union’s overseas trade has 
broadened considerably; more countries are competing 
with some success for the import trade and the Union 
has found many more markets for her produce. 


Nevertheless, the United Kingdom remains her best 
customer and her principal supplier. The outstanding 
changes in the import trade are the decline in the 
United Kingdom’s share from about 58 to 48 per cent., 
the failure of Germany to recover her pre-war position 
as second largest supplier, the advance of the United 
States from third to second place, chiefly because of 
her strong position in the motor vehicle, machinery 
and wireless trades, and the appearance of Japanese 
competition in recent years. 


It may be expected that the United Kingdom will 
continue to hold first place among the suppliers of the 
market. With a few notable exceptions the tariff pre- 
ferences granted to the United Kingdom are not large, 
but in her negotiations with other countries the Union 
is unlikely to place any of them on a more favourable 
basis than the United Kingdom, even in respect of 
selected tariff items. It has also to be remembered 
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that, so far as sentiment enters into business in the 
Union, it operates in favour of the United Kingdom, 
and recognition of the principle of reciprocity has been 
a favourable influence in recent years. 


Tue Years 1933-35 


These years cover the period of recovery from a 
depression unprecedented in the history of the Union. 
The disastrous decline in world prices of agricultural 
and mineral products, with the exception of gold, was 
followed by a very prolonged drought and this was 
succeeded in turn by abnormal rains. Meanwhile, the 
country was invaded by large swarms of locusts. The 
cumulative effect of these visitations shook the founda- 
tions of farming in the Union, and it is impossible to 
imagine the situation which would have arisen if the 
country had not abandoned the gold standard at the 
end of 1932 and thus given an enhanced value to her 
gold exports. Throughout the Trade Commissioner’s 
Report there are frequent references to the very large 
sums which thus became available to the Government 
and to the country generally, and it is unnecessary 
here to refer to the many direct and indirect ways in 
which the farming industry has benefited. This does 
not imply that the farmer has necessarily benefited at 
the expense of the townsman, for it is quite certain 
that any improvement in the rural purchasing capacity 
is felt in the towns, and it is also stated that millions 
of pounds voted for the relief of farmers were paid to 
their creditors.

In practically every important statistical group the 
end of the depression finds the United Kingdom in a 
stronger relative position than in 1929. The greatest 
improvement is in the machinery group, where the 
percentage of the imports supplied by the United 
Kingdom increased from 46-21 in 1929 to 56-75 in 1932 
and 58-92 in 1934. Three sub-groups account largely 
for this improvement, namely electrical machinery, in 
which the United Kingdom’s share increased from 
67-87 per cent. in 1929 to 75-31 per cent. in 1934, indus- 
trial machinery (69-91 to 75-21 per cent.), and mining 
machinery (54-64 to 69-07 per cent.); as the total im- 
ports of these three sub-groups were much larger in 
1934 than in 1929 the United Kingdom’s share actually 
represented an increase of £1,103,000 over the earlier 
year. 


Another notable gain was in the textiles group, 
where the United Kingdom supplied 64-86 per cent. in 
1934 as compared with 55-20 per cent. in 1929 and 
52-23 per cent. in 1932. This is accounted for largely 
by the fact that the United Kingdom’s share of the 
cotton piece-goods trade has increased from 61-10 to 
83-60 per cent., and by the substantial increase in the 
demand for rayon piece-goods, of which the United 
Kingdom supplied £51,023 in 1929 and £291,470 in 
1934, although her share of the trade was smaller. 
The balance of the textile statistics has also been dis- 
turbed by the reduction of silk imports by over 
£800,000; the United Kingdom’s share of the silk has 
rarely reached 380 per cent.

Orders are to be issued under the Decree, within 4 
period of three months, specifying the qualities of 
olive oil to be sold as lubricating oils or for mixing wit 
mineral oils, and introducing measures for the control 
of the importation and sale of lubricants. According

H.M. COASTGUARD 
REPORT ON LIFE-SAVING ACTION IN 1935 


During 1935 the Coastguard Organisation was re- 
quired to take action (sometimes only of a precaution- 
ary nature) in the case of 733 vessels observed, or 
reported to be in distress, in difficulties, or overdue, 
of the coasts of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
and on 68 occasions the Rocket Life Saving Apparatus 
Companies were assembled for service. In 54 cases 
it was not necessary for the appliances to be brought 
into action, but in the remaining fourteen cases 87 
persons were brought to safety with their assistance. 


During the same period 73 vessels which were 
observed to be standing into danger were warned by 
means of signals made by the Coastguard or Watcher 
on duty. As a result the vessels concerned altered 
course and so avoided danger. 


The other duties performed by the Coastguard and 
Auxiliary Service during the year included assistance 
afforded to 33 persons in difficulties on cliffs and 38 
persons cut off by the tide, while in 17 cases, nine of 
which were successful, assistance was rendered for the 
purpose of restoring persons apparently drowned. 


The Coast Life Saving Corps, which includes the 
Rocket Life Saving Apparatus Companies, Auxiliary 
Watchers and Members of the Intelligence Section, 
has an enrolled membership of nearly 6,000, and has 
given valuable assistance to the Coastguard Service 
during the year. 


THe Brest Wreck SERVICE OF THE YEAR 


The Board of Trade award annually a shield for the 
most meritorious service performed by any Rocket Life 
Saving Apparatus Company in saving life endangered 
by shipping casualties off the coasts of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. 


The award for 1935 has now been made jointly to 
the Bootle and Whitehaven Companies for their fine 
performance in bringing to safety the whole crew of 
4% of the Finnish s.s. ‘‘ Esbo,’’ which stranded near 
Bootle, Cumberland, on October 19 last. 


The shield was presented to the companies concerned 
by Captain V. S. Rashleigh, C.B.E., R.N., the Chief 
Inspector of H.M. Coastguard, on February 22 at 
Whitehaven, Cumberland. 


Particulars of the service are as follows: — 


On October 19 last, the Finnish steamer ‘‘ Esbo”’ was 
reported at 5.27 a.m. to be drifting ashore in a heavy gale, 
having sent out a wireless ‘S.0.S.’’ She subsequently 
stranded near Bootle, Cumberland. 


The Bootle Rocket Life Saving Apparatus Company was 
talled out for service and arrived at the scene of the wreck 
at7.0a.m. The ship was too far out at first for communica- 
tion to be effected by rocket, but she was dragging ashore 
all the time. 


At 9.0 a.m. two attempts were made to make communica- 
tion by rocket, but, owing to distance and gale, the line 
Two more rockets were fired 
at 12.0 o’clock but they, also, fell short. 


Meanwhile, as the vessel was of considerable size (3,000 
tons) the Whitehaven Rocket Life Saving Apparatus Com- 
Pany was also warned for service. The local police arranged 
fora free road to be given for the transport of the appli- 
ances, and the journey to the scene of the casualty (30 miles) 
¥as accomplished within one hour. This was an exceptionally 
good time in view of the bad weather conditions. The 
Mtitehaven appliances arrived at the scene of the wreck at 

0 am.

A fifth rocket, fired at 12.40 p.m., went right over the 
vessel. Both Companies assisted in the rescue work, and 
as the distance of the wreck, and the flat, boulder-strewn 
nature of the foreshore made it impossible to use the hawser 
the more difficult method of using only a whip and breeches 
buoy had to be adopted. 


On grounding, the ship launched her lifeboat and nine 
members of the crew made the attempt to land. This was 
extremely dangerous, as there was an exceptionally heavy sea 
running, seas breaking over the ship and spray over the 
masthead. Members of the Life Saving Companies, how- 
ever, went into the surf, eventually secured the boat and 
assisted the occupants to land. 

The remainder of the crew then began to come ashore in 
the breeches buoy. The whip had to be lengthened half way 
through the service owing to the incoming tide, making the 
operations still more difficult. 

The whole crew of 24 were rescued in extremely difficult 
circumstances. At times members of the Life Saving Com- 
panies were working up to their waists in the rough water. 


GALLANTRY AT SEA 
UNITED STATES RECOGNITION 


The Board of Trade have received through the 
Foreign Office a gold watch and chain for Captain 
Charles H. Jones, Master of the British s.s. 
** Tsinan ’’ and binocular glasses for Mr. Robert L. 
Stenner, Second Officer, Mr. Charles G. Strapps, 
Second Engineer, and Mr. Robert Richardson, Third 
Engineer, also of the s.s. ‘‘ Tsinan.’’ These awards 
have been presented by the President of the United 
States in recognition of their services in the following 
circumstances :— 


On March 14, 1934, the United States gunboat ‘‘ Fulton ”’ 
caught fire while in the China Sea. The s.s. ‘‘ Tsinan’”’ 
while on a voyage from Hong Kong to Amoy sighted a 
distress rocket and observed a red glow on the horizon. She 
immediately sent out a wireless message to all ships and 
hurried to the assistance of the vessel in distress, which 
proved to be the ‘‘ Fulton.”’ 


On drawing close to the ‘‘ Fulton ”’ a boat was launched 
from the s.s. ‘‘ Tsinan’’ in charge of the Second Officer, Mr. 


_Robert L. Stenner, and a lifeboat from the ‘‘ Fulton ”’ was 


also manned by members of the crew of the ‘‘ Tsinan,”’ in- 
cluding Mr. Charles G. Strapps and Mr. Robert Richardson, 
second and third engineers of the ‘‘ Tsinan.’’ These boats, 
together with the boats from H.M.S. ‘‘ Wishart,’’ were 
instrumental in saving the whole crew of the ‘‘ Fulton.” 


SURVEY OF LIFE SAVING APPLIANCES 


The Board of Trade announce the publication of a 
revised edition of the ‘‘ Instructions as to the Survey 
of Life Saving Appliances.’’ The new edition consoli- 
dates all the requirements relating to life saving 
appliances and supersedes the 1926 edition of the 
Instructions and the four supplements to that edition. 
Apart, however, from re-arrangement, and some slight 
modification to bring the Instructions into line with 
current practice, the new edition contains no new 
requirements of a material character.

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FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London hes been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the follow- 
ing shipments of Canadian fruit between February 6 and 12 
to various United Kingdom and Continental ports :—Apples, 
23,276 barrels, ten half-barrels, 100 hampers and 49,310 
boxes. Cranberries, 20 boxes. 


Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to January 31 totalled 1,230,068 barrels, 35,648 
half-barrels and 1,973,407 boxes, as compared with 982,298 
barrels, 43,820 half-barrels and 1,571,755 boxes during the 
corresponding period last year. 


Fruit Exports, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER, 1935 


Exports of fresh fruit during the nine months ended 
December 31, 1935, were valued at 7,299,238 dollars, as 
against 5,337,521 dols. during the corresponding period of 
1934. 


Exports of fresh apples rose during the period from 
1,248,543 barrels (4,973,636 dols.) to 1,730,142 barrels 
(6,663,184 dols.). 


CANNED AND PRESERVED FRUIT 


Exports of canned apples totalled 6,158,213 Ibs., valued at 
278,962 dols., as against 6,156,343 lbs. (271,946 dols.) in the 
corresponding period of 1934. Exports of canned pears 
totalled 9,448,945 lbs. (579,379 dols.), as against 8,703,459 Ibs. 
(554,508 dols.), while shipments of canned or preserved fruit, 
not otherwise provided for, amounted to 5,488,258 Ibs. 
(346,097 dols.), as compared with 6,360,669 Ibs. (414,473 
dols.) in the corresponding period of 1934. 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA

H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports that 
during November last imports were valued at £220,343 and 
domestic exports at £387,875, as compared with £176,801 
and £272,722 respectively in the corresponding month of 
1934.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 
CROPS, WEATHER AND EXPORT TRADE 
Grinding of the 1936 sugar crop is proceeding satisfac- 


torily in Barbados; the output is estimated to be not less 
than 120,000 tons. The tourist season is in full swing. 
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Reports to hand from Jamaica indicate that so far 
weather conditions for reaping the 1936 sugar crop have 
been ideal. Exports of sugar for 1935, at 69,120 tons, the 
peak of recent years, show an increase over those for 1934 
of approximately 15,000 tons. Exports of bananas in 1935 
amounted to 20,335,946 stems, as compared with 15,974,906 
stems during the previous year. The market for pimento 
has improved. The new ginger crop promises to be up to 
the average. Exports of coconuts during 1935, at approxi- 
mately 37 millions, have been maintained at the 1934 
figure. In spite of two hurricanes in September-October 
last, the large majority of the Island’s exports show an 
improvement over the figures for the previous year. 

In Trinidad grinding of the 1936 sugar crop is general, 
and, provided the weather keeps fairly dry, a record output 
of sugar is expected. The heavy rains in December have 
damaged the cocoa crop considerably. Exports of mineral 
oil in the eleven months ended November 30 amounted to 
353,211,151 gallons, as compared with 318,985,144 gallons 
during the corresponding period of 1934. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, ship- 
ments of bananas from Dominica during 1935 amounted to 
71,527 count bunches, as compared with 37,850 count 
bunches in the previous year. Total exports of arrowroot 
from St. Vincent in 1935 were 28,993 barrels, as against 
29,109 barrels during 1934. 

The British Guiana sugar crop in 1935 was a record one 
for the Colony, the total output being reported as 174,154 
tons. The average yield of sugar per acre was over three 
tons. A large rice crop has been reaped, but marketing con- 
ditions continue to be difficult. Exports of bauxite in 1935 
amounted to 111,500 tons, as compared with 50,605 tons 
during the previous year.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas). 


SOUTH AFRICA 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN JANUARY 


The Department of Customs and Excise of the Union of 
South Africa announces that the total imports through all 
Union ports in January amounted to £7,037,000, against 
£6,021,000 for January, 1935. Exports amounted to 
£5,991 ,000, compared with £5,158,000, made up as follows: 
Merchandise, £2,402,000, against £2,076,000; gold bullion 
and specie (excluding gold premium), £3,288,000, against 
£2,770,000; and diamonds, £301,000, compared with 
£312,000.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Over- 
seas), Pretoria Office. 





TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa. 

Retail trade at Johannesburg remains brisk, particularly 
at the bazaars. Other large centres report business season- 
ally quieter, but satisfactory summer clearance sales are 
now in full swing. Wholesale houses report a steady volume 
of orders from both town and country. Activity in the build- 
ing and allied trades is fully maintained and the property 
markets are firm. Good rains are reported from all provinces 
of the Union, ensuring the safety of the crops and pasturage 
in the summer rainfall areas. The demand for agricultural 
implements remains fair, but prospects are bright. 








Gotp PropvuctTion: Raibway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in January (26 working days) 
amounted to 924,081 fine ozs., with a value, including the 
premium, on the basis of £7 Os. 6d. per fine oz., of 
£6,491,669, as compared with 890,875 ozs., with a value, on 
the basis of £7 1s. per oz., of £6,280,669, in January, 1935 
(27 working days). Compared with the previous month the 
average daily output fell 719 fine ozs. The number of 
natives employed increased 7,397 to 284,084. 

Railway earnings from January 12 to February 8 
amounted to £2,425,478, or £401,478 above the Budget 
estimate. Total earnings from April 1 to February 8 were 
£25,727,688, or £2,957,688 above the estimate, as compared 
with about £23,275,000 for the same period of the previous 
financial year. 


Maize AND WHEAT 


Owing to the absence of sellers local prices for maize 
recently recovered to the extent of sixpence a bag, but 
further rains and the prospect of a good crop are expected 
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to cause a freer movement of stocks and weaken values, 
though much depends on the continuance of favourable 
climatic conditions. 

The final estimate of the Union wheat crop, based on 
January returns, is 6,059,000 bags. 


Woot, Hines, etc, 


The Union wool markets are lively with keen competition 
for all descriptions and well maintained prices. French 
buyers are again prominent. The mohair market is quiet, 
owing to the lack of supplies, but prices are firm. 

Hides are slightly easier. Competition has been stimulated 
by the arrival of supplies from Rhodesia and South-West 
Africa. 

The sheepskin market is very firm. Goatskins continue in 
strong demand. Capeskins are meeting with better com- 
petition, chiefly on American account. 

No change has taken place on the ostrich feather market. 

Supplies of wattle bark have improved owing to the re- 
sumption of stripping, but oversea demand is very quiet. 
Prices are firm. The extract position is unchanged. 

The maturing of grapes has been delayed by adverse 
weather but the crop is good both as regards quality and 
quantity. A record export season is expected. 

Business in soft goods is brisk, both wholesale and retail. 

The manufacturing industries generally show steady 
progress.

PARAGUAY 


EXCHANGE CONTROL 


A Circular (C. 4312) issued by the Department of Overseas 
Trade on July 4, 1934, contained an extract from a Law 
of January 27 of that year providing that obligations in 
gold or foreign currency payable in Paraguay might be paid 
in local currency at the rate fixed by the Exchange Office. 
If creditors refused to accept payment under these con- 
ditions, the debts became subject to moratorium. The period 
of validity of this Law has been extended from time to 
time, the most recent extension being to May 31, 1936. 


On August 17, 1935, by Ministerial Resolution, the official 
rate of conversion for the Argentine paper peso was raised 
from 18-75 to 25 Paraguayan pesos. This new rate was af 
the time made applicable only in respect of customs duties 
and taxes and internal taxes in general, but its application 
was later extended to debts in gold and foreign currency. 
As from February 1 the rate for the Argentine paper peso: 
has been further raised to 35 Paraguayan pesos. 


It appears, therefore, that creditors may now, if they 
desire, require debtors to pay at the new rate of 35 Para- 
guayan pesos per Argentine peso, as against the previous 
rate of 18-75. Remittances, however, would be at the rate 
in the open market, i.e. about 95 Paraguayan pesos to the 
Argentine peso. At present the normally favourable trade 
balance of the country is, it is understood, temporarily an 
adverse one, owing largely to re-stocking activities, and ths 
exchange position has in consequence been weak for some 
time.

THE STERLING PosiITION 


The position of sterling outstandings has been discussed 
with the Minister of Finance, who stated that although 
the Government did not assume responsibility as regards 
commercial debts under the Moratorium Law, he was study- 
ing various projects for the liquidation of the situation. Any 
official scheme that might eventually be enacted would, 
however, inevitably involve a very slow process of liquida- 
tion spread over a number of years. He himself considered 
that the most satisfactory course would be for the outstand- 
ing debts (which he understood did not now amount to any 
great sum) to be liquidated by private agreement, as has 
already been done in a large number of cases. In this con- 
nection he observed that there was reason to hope that the 
exchange rate would materially improve with the next ex- 
port season, and that it might be possible, with more 
favourable rates, for debtors and creditors to reach mutually 
satisfactory arrangements. 


Apart from the question of existing outstandings United 
Kingdom exporters should bear in mind, when considering 
further orders, that to meet a sterling debt in full a Para- 
guayan importer must be prepared to obtain the equivalent 
in Argentine paper in the open market. As an importer 
may avail himself of the moratorium unless the shipper is 
prepared to accept payment at the rate of 35 Paraguayan 
pesos per Argentine peso as a full settlement, it is advisable 
to satisfy oneself that the importer is prepared to make 
the payments in local currency necessary to ensure remit- 
tance of the full sterling sum due.

The new rates of drawback, to be established in connection 
with the new Customs duties specified above, in respect of 
manufactured cotton goods intended for export, on which 
drawback is allowed, will come into force on March 1. 


The Italian Government is empowered to specify the type 
of woollen goods entitled to the benefit of Customs draw- 
back, the relative rate of drawback of duty, and also the 
rates in respect of manufactured cotton goods referred to 
in the preceding paragraph, as laid down in Art. 13 of the 
Preliminary Observations to the Customs Tariff.

The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Decree (No. 12, dated January 4, 1936) whereby, 
under the provisions of a Law dated December 19, 1935, 
enacted in the Netherlands, the rates of Customs duty on 
cigarettes, cigarette paper and mouthpieces imported into 
the Netherlands East Indies are revised, as from February 1, 
1936, as follows :—

The Decree further provides that, also as from Febru- 
ary 1, 1936, under the provisions of a Royal Decree, dated 
December 20, 1935, promulgated in the Netherlands, the 
Excise duty on cigarettes and cut tobacco is increased from 
20 to 30 per cent. of the retail prices of these goods. The 
Excise duty on other tobacco products remains at 20 per 
cent. Cigarettes which are imported into the Netherlands 
East Indies after February 1, 1936, on which Excise stamps 
on the basis of only 20 per cent. of the retail prices have 
been affixed, will pay an import duty of 150 florins per 100 
kilogrammes. 


Cigarettes and cut tobacco imported from Europe, Africa 
and America, to which 20 per cent. Excise stamps have been 
affixed, may be sold up to May 31, 1936, and, similarly, those 
imported from Asia and Australia may be sold up to 
March 31, 1936. 


NORWAY 


BASIC IMPORT DUTY ON FRESH APPLES AND 
PEARS 


The Commercial Counsellor at Oslo reports that it was 
resolved by the Storting on January 28 that the basic 
import duty on fresh apples and pears (No. 190 of the 
Norwegian Tariff for 1935-36), which is fixed at 40 ore 
per kg. during the months of August to January inclusive, 
will continue to apply up to March 7, 1936, inclusive. 
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PORTUGAL 


IMPORT OF UNITED KINGDOM 
PHARMACEUTICAL PRODUCTS 


The Portuguese regulations governing the sale of imported 
pharmaceutical products provide that the quantitative and 
qualitative composition of the active substances must he 
verified in respect of each consignment imported. A Decree 
(Ne. 25,524) of June 21, 1935, provides, however, that 
pharmaceutical specialities which are capable of being sub- 
jected to qualitative and quantitative analysis in respect 
of their active substances, and which are manufactured 
or originate in the United Kingdom and certain other 
countries, may be excepted from the above requirement, 
and admitted on compliance with the following conditions: 


(a) An analysis to be carried out in Portugal once a 
year only. 

(b) A certificate issued by the inspecting laboratory 
for medical products in the country of origin, 
or by an equivalent laboratory, to be submitted 
to the ‘‘ Inspecciio do Exercicio Farmaceutico ”’ 
in respect of the first consignment; subsequent 
consignments to be accompanied by a copy of the 
certificate authenticated by a Consular Officer of 
the country of origin. The labels on the con- 
tainers of products enjoying this privilege must 
show the number of the relevant certificate. 


Arrangements have now been made with the Portuguese 
authorities for the acceptance, in fulfilment of (b) above 
of certificates furnished by the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain in respect of United Kingdom pharmaceutical 
products (other than sera and vaccines). 


The Portuguese authorities have also informed H.M. 
Ambassador at Lisbon that, in the case of sera and vaccines 
which cannot be analysed by the usual methods, licences for 
sale in Portugal are granted by the Directorate-General of 
Health on production of an official document from the 
country of origin, and it has been arranged that certified 
copies of the licences to manufacture issued by the Ministry 
of Health will be accepted for this purpose in respect of 
United Kingdom sera and vaccines. 


ROUMANIA 


LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded a copy 
of the new Tables of Average Values forming the basis of 
calculation for the Luxury and Turnover Tax, which came 
into force on December 11, 1935.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 21 to 29 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-35 per 
cent. 


(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


SWITZERLAND 


CUSTOMS DUTIES AND INTERNAL TAXATION 
ON TOBACCO 


The ‘‘ Receuil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of February 12 pub- 
lishes a Decree, dated February 6, effective as from Febru- 
ary 10, which modifies the Decree of October 27, 1933 [see 
‘ B.T.J.’”’ of November 16, 1933, page 714], relative to the 
duties on imported tobacco and the taxation of home manu- 
factured tobacco, as follows.

Home Manvuracturep ToBaccos 


The manufacturing tax on all tobaccos manufactured in 
Switzerland has been modified as follows :— 


For the manufacture of cigars—60 frs. per 100 kilogs. 
For the manufacture of pipe and chewing tobacco, 
cigarette tobacco and snuff—130 frs, per 100 kilogs. 


The tax on the manufacture of cigarettes has been in- 
creased from 4 centime to 1 centime each up to a weight 
of 1-35 grammes per cigarette. This rate is reducible by one- 
half for hand-made cigarettes, also for cigarettes retailed 
at 2 centimes or more each, and manufactured with at least 
50 per cent. of native tobacco. 


TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF CUSTOMS DUTY 
ON BANANAS 


The ‘‘ Zollnachrichten’’ of February 15 publishes a 
Federal Decree, dated February 4, which temporarily re- 
duces the Customs duty on fresh bananas (Tariff No. 39b) 
from 40 francs to 20 francs per 100 kilogs. for the period 
March 1 until May 31, 1936, inclusively. After the latter 
date the ordinary tariff will become chargeable. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


MARKING OF GOODS 


His Majesty’s Commercial Counsellor at Washington has 
reported that the United States Commissioner of Customs, 
in connection with a case which was referred to him, has 
decided to rescind the marking duties imposed on certain 
merchandise marked ‘‘ Gt. Britain ’’ instead of ‘‘ Great 
Britain.’’ The Commissioner has, however, warned im- 
porters that all future shipments must be marked with the 
words ‘‘ Great Britain ” in full. 


Attention is drawn to the notice published in the 
‘‘ B.T.J.”” of May 25, 1935 (page 863). Any variation of 
the accepted markings there stated for United Kingdom 
goods imported into the United States is likely to lead to 
the imposition of a marking duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48116] which states that the 
marking ‘‘ Soviet Russia ’’ will be accepted as an indication 
of the country of origin for merchandise the manufacture 
or production of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 


The marking ‘“‘ Union of Soviet Socialist Republics,” 


“ Soviet Union,” or ‘‘U.S.S.R. (Russia) ” will still be 


regarded as satisfactory. 





The Board of Trade have also received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48106], published on Janu- 
ary 23, 1936, which amends the United States marking regu- 
lations as follows :— 

(1) Egg separators consisting of cardboard layers and 
compartments are considered as a necessary part of the 
case which is the immediate container of importations of 
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eggs, and the marking of the case is sufficient to indicate 
the country of origin. 


(2) Dry salt-cured bellies are required to be individually 
marked to indicate the country of origin by branding the 
name of the country of origin into the articles. ° 


So far as a change of practice is involved this decision 
will be applied only after a period of 60 days has elapsed 
following the date of publication in the Weekly Treasury 
Decisions. 


(3) Keidel tubes may be marked on the rubber tube which 
connects the glass and metal parts, the marking to be 
legible, conspicuous and permanent. 


LABELLING AND ADVERTISING OF WINE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of United 
States regulations effective on and after March 1, 1936, 
made under the Federal Alcohol Administration Act, dated 
August 29, 1935, relating to the Labelling and Advertising 
of Wine.

MODIFICATION OF DUTY ON FROZEN 
SWORDFISH 


The Board of Trade have received notification of an in- 
crease of duty from 2 cents to 3 cents per lb. on frozen 
swordfish imported into the United States. 


This action is based on the result of investigations by the 
United States Tariff Commission under Section 336 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930. 


URUGUAY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


Cyanide (cianuro) of potassium and of sodium (Decree of 
December 9, 1935) 


Item 221 of the ‘‘ Drugs and Chemical Products ’’ Section 
of the Uruguayan Customs Tariff has been modified to read 
as follows :— 


“Cyanide (cianuro) of potassium and of sodium, in 
general.” 


Rice with husk (Resolution of December 7, 1935) 


The importation into Uruguay of rice with husk is pro- 
hibited until further notice, except in the case of rice for 
seed, the importation of which must be authorised by the 
Minister of Agriculture. 


Paraffin (Resolution of December 13, 1935) 


Paraffin, imported for the manufacture of night-lights 
(velitas veladoras) has been jncluded in the ‘ Primary 
Materials ’’ Section of the Uruguayan Customs Tariff, with a 
valuation of $0-24 per kilog. and a duty of 10 per cent. plus 
the correspondnig additions, and subject to the payment of 
& proportion of the Customs duties ‘‘ in gold.”’ 


YUGOSLAVIA 


IMPORTATION OF POTATOES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade 
has furnished a translation of an announcement published 
in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of February 4, 1936, in which it 
is stated that, in accordance with the expert reports of the 
Yugoslav Agricultural Experimental and Control Stations, 
the United Kingdom, among other countries, shall be con- 
sidered during the year 1936 to be infected with synchitrium 
endobioticum and leptinotarsa decemlineata. 


The importation of potatoes into Yugoslavia from the 
United Kingdom is therefore subject to the conditions laid 
down in the Regulations regarding the importation of 
plants, trees, etc., published in the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 9, 
1936 (page 78).

A New British Standard for Copper Tubes. 

The advantages of copper tubing for domestic engineering 
have long been appreciated, principal among which are its 
resistance to corrosion, the facility with which it may be in- 
stalled, combined with neat appearance, its strength and elas- 
ticity, and its low co-efficient of friction to the flow of water. 
It was originally the practice for such tubing to be used with 
screwed fittings, but a greatly increasing use is now being 
made of light gauge copper tubing such as is joined by means 
of compression joints, capillary joints, or bronze welding. 
Such tubing, while being of adequate strength, is cheaper 
than the heavier screwed tubing, and at present may be in- 
stalled at an initial cost which compares most favourably with 
installations using pipes of iron or lead. The tubing may be 
used equally satisfactorily for water or for gas. 

Naturally, as the amount of material in these light tubes is 
telatively less, the question of quality is of prime importance. 
Moreover, the nature of some fittings used with it demand 
that the dimensions are uniform within close limits. Archi- 
tects, builders, plumbers and all those connected with the 
installation of water and gas services in buildings will accord- 
ingly be interested to learn of the issue of a new British 
Standard Specification for this type of tubing. 

The specification, as in the case of all British Standards, 
has been prepared by a fully representative committee of 
manufacturers and users. It provides for a range of sizes of 
tubes from } in. to 4 in. nominal bore, suitable for working 
water pressures up to 15022/sq. in. (350 feet head). It stan- 
dardises the chemical composition of the material, and lays 
down simple mechanical tests for proving the ductility of the 
tubes. The outside diameters and thicknesses are standardised 
and permissible tolerances on these dimensions are specified.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing ; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable ta 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms;
